Mitigation Measure UT-1a: Rehabilitate Sanitary Sewer within Courtland Drive Less than significant
and Whitman Way.

In coordination with City of San Bruno Public Works, the proponent of the
residential component of the proposed project shall rehabilitate approximately 929
linear feet of sewer main on Courtland Drive (from MH 1874 to MH 1222) and
approximately 740 linear feet of sewer main on Whitman Way (from MH 1222 to
MH 1331).

Mitigation Measure UT-1b: Upgrade Water System Regulator Station 13.

In coordination with City of San Bruno Public Works, the proponent of the
residential component of the proposed project shall upgrade regulator station RS-
13 to meet or exceed the minimum fire flow requirements for the project of 500
gpm. The upgrade will consist of abandoning the existing RS-13, rerouting piping to
install a new regulating station in the vicinity of the existing RS-13, with the proper-
sized valves, and piping to meet or exceed the minimum fire flow requirement.
